he acted as as-nitant editor of thr 
Ballefonte Republican aid studied law 
beiag admitted to the Bar of Centre

Pennsylvania in July, 1877 when be 
was made p lymister of the Fifth reg- 
iment, with the rank of ciptaia

March following he was chosen lieuten 
ant colonel
